2. On 10 December the Soviet naval siuthorities at Vladivostok turned over to 
the Chinese Communists, one destroyer which they had acquired from Japan and 
renamed HSING KUANG (% 4£)), four gunboats which had been converted from 
3,000-ton merchant ships, 12 gunboata which had been converted from 500-ton 
merchant ships, and 18 Japanese landing craft. On 17 and 18 December, these 
sailed from Vladivostok under the command of TING Chao-Haiang Ce 46 ay ); 
who had gone to Vladivostok to receive them for the Chinese 6 ista,' and 
Ktoe-li-ssu-chi (47 i BS ), the Soviet advisor. 


3. On 1 January 300 students were graduated from the Canton Naval Technicians
